the jury the court room was crowded 
as it has been at all times during the 
trial. 


Nearly an hour was 
occupied 
by 


Judge Cochran in reading to the jury 
the instructions which had been pro- 
pared. The jurors listened attentively 
while the judge was reading. The in- 
structions were of the usual kind ex- 
cepting that they were a little more 
numerous than is usual 
in 
murder 


cases. The fact that several different 
defenses were presented necessitated 
Instructions which covered all

such persons. 
It is the want of this 


law which makes men kill the seducers 
of their wives, and it is the same thing 
which causes grand juries sometimes 
to refuse to indict men who kill wife 
seducers. 


"McNier was simply waiting for an 


opportunity to kill McCollc. He parad- 
ed in front of his house in the after- 
noon and had a gun in bis pocket 
ready to kill McCoole when he got a 
good chance. 


'When you go to the jury room you
